The Second Sunday in Lent 

February 17, 2008 



Imagine this: You're 75 years old and you get this message from 
God: "Leave your country, your people and your father's household 
and go to the land I will show you." The surprising thing is that 
Abram actually did what God told him to do! 

Why in the world would anyone leave everything he had known 
and set out on a journey to a place only God knew? St. Paul tells us 
why: "Abraham believed God." What an incredible thing to do! Paul 
tells us it wasn't what Abram did that was his salvation; it was that 
he believed, that he had faith. 

God's promise to Abram was this: "I will make you into a great 
nation and I will bless you; I will make your name great, and you wil 
be a blessing... and all peoples on earth will be blessed through you. 

The message for us today is that we are called to leave behind 
what we have become accustomed to and make that leap of faith 
that marks the Christian. We need to be born again. When we are 
born of water and the Spirit in baptism, we become new, and we an 
blessed. But Luther says "a truly Christian life is nothing else than a 
daily baptism, once begun and ever to be continued. For this must 
be practiced without ceasing, that we ever keep purging away 
whatever is of the old Adam, and that which belongs to the new mai 
come forth. For this reason let every one esteem his Baptism as a 
daily dress in which he is to walk constantly, that he may ever be 
found in the faith and its fruits, that he suppress the old man and 
grow up in the new. For if we would be Christians, we must practice 
the work whereby we are Christians." 

God sent his Son into the world so that everyone who believes in 
him may have eternal life. We are the baptized, daily becoming nev> 
in Christ. We are blessed to be a blessing, just as Abram was, for we 
are God's holy people, a people of faith.
